Petrograd. 
Sept. 
10.— Premier 
Kerensky has declared that a state of 
war exists in the town and district of 
Petrograd. The premier has ordered 
General 
Korniloff, 
commander 
in 
chief, to resign in consequence 
of 
General Korniloff’s demand for su­ 
preme power. 
General Klembovsky has been ap­ 
pointed commander in chief. 
Premier Kerensky has issued 
the 
following proclamation: 
"On September 8, a member of the 
dunia, M. Lvoff, arrived in Petrograd 
and called upon me in the name 
of 
General Korniloff to hand over 
all 
civil and m ilitary powers to the gen­ 
eralissimo, who would form 
a new 
government at his pleasure. The au 
thenticity of this summons was after­ 
wards confirmed by General Korni­ 
loff himself, who had a conversation 
with me over the direct telegraphic 
wire between Petrograd 
and 
main 
headquarters. 
Consider* Source of Demand. 
“Considering this 
summons 
ad 
dressed through me to the provisional 
government as an attem pt by certain 
quarters to profit by the difficult sit 
nation of the county and establish 
a state of things contrary to the con­ 
quests of the revolution, the provis­ 
ional government has recognized the 
necessity of charging me, 
for 
the 
safety of the republican regime, to 
take the urgent, indispensable meas­ 
ures necessary to cut at the roots all 
attem pts against the supreme power 
and rights of the citizens won by the 
revolution. 


Taking All Measures. 
"I therefore, for the maintenance 
in the country of liberty and public 
[order, am taking all measures which 
I shall announce at the proper mo- 
iment to the people. At the same time 
I order General 
Korniloff 
to 
hand 
over his functions to General Klem- j 
.bovsky, commander-in-chief 
of 
the 
[armies on the northern front, w'hicb I 
bar the way to Petrograd, and 1 or­ 
der General Klembovsky to 
assume 
provisionally the functions of gener­ 
alissimo while remaining in Psekovo. 
"Secondly, I declare a state of war 
in the town and district of 
Petro­ 
grad. 
"1 appeal to all citizens to remain 
calm, m aintain the order necessary 
for the welfare 
of 
the Fatherland 
and the army and navy 
and 
tra n ­ 
quilly and faithfully 
fulfill 
their 
duty in thedefense of the Fatherland 
against the foreign enemy.”
